HOTEL LICENSES 

A letter wes read from Messrs. 
J. G, Troy and A. N, Reay, of the 
two local hote!s, asking for a re- 
duction of their licenses, which at 
present are $150 per annum, as they 
got no modern conveniences in re- 
turn, and in Calgary, where all 
modern conveniences are supplied, 


the license fee was only $aoo per| 
| 


annum, While in otber towns it was 
much less. One item, sewage alone, 
which they had to supply themselves, 
cost them $600 each per annum, 
Reay and Troy were 
both present, and on being asked to 
speak Mr. Troy said that he hada 
suggestion to put before the Council. 
This was that they take over the 
scavenging of the town and the 
emptying of the septic tanks, andf 
they would be willing to pay a much 
bigger license fee, If they combined 
the general scavenging work they 
would be able to have a stable and 
team of their own at the rear of the 
fire hall which would save them $8 
every fire alarm, and could also be 
got out faster. As it was the 
work of emptying the tanks was 
done by private teams and some- 
times it was not done right, with 
the result that the tanks ove: flowed 
and caused much trouble. Mr, 
Troy said that when on his feet he 
would take the opportunity of mak- 
ing a complaint. Every time his 
septfe tank overflowed he was pio- 
secuted, but the C. P, R. had a dirty 
mess at the side of his house on 
First Street for several months, and 
had had about 50 head of cattle 
bere, with the resuk that he was

unable to open his windows, and , 


with a sick wife and child that was 
very dangerous. The C. P. R. had 
been allowed to have the mess here 
for several months past. 

Constable Anderson said he had 
warned Mr. Weir who was in

structions. 

There was a considerable amount 
of acrimonious discussion over this. 
Several Councillors were of the 
opinion that the Town should prose- 
cute right away, and others includ- 
ing the Mayor thought that the 
town should try and get Dr. Ruther- 
ford over the phone in Calgary and 
explain to him how the matter stood 
and have it remedied. Mr. Brown 
thought that after three warnings 
the Council should go right ahead 
and prosecute, 

It was finally agreed to instruct 
Constable Anderson to give Mr.

Good Roads For Strath- 
more District 


IF YOU WANT THEM YOU 
CAN HAVE THEM 


It his been computed that it costs 
more to carry grain ro miles over an 
ordinary road than to carry it tooo 
miles rulroad. When the 
roads ure bad this will apply more 
than ever. A’ farmer living say 
seven from Strathmore may 
travel over six and seven eighths of 
good road, but if there is a mud- 
hole or twoin the remaining furlong 
it means that his load of grain or 
whatever else he is hauling is reduc- 
ed to the weight that his horses can 
pull through thess mudholes. 

In this part of the country, where 
gravel is so scarce, there are quite a 
number of mudholes aud bad picces 
of road, and they are costly to tll 
up. They may be fixed up tempor 
arily, but unless they are w ll done 
the work has to be done over apain 
every year,

Act which came into force at the 
beginning of the pre en) year the 
farmers of this) distrnt have the 


opportunity of putting their roads in- 
to permanent good sh pe which they 
had not before. Under pre-existing 
conditions all they could de was to 
apply the curreat years taxes in 
their Local Improvmen: District to- 
wards the repair ot these roads, 
and with the amount of work to be 
done they were only able to tempor- 
arily repair certain pieces of road 
without achieving any permanent 
remedy. The other alternative offers 
ed was to spend all of one year's 
taxes on making a good job ol 
one piece of road and leaving all 
the rest undone, and this did not 
commend itself, naturally to the 
farmers whose way to the town did 
enable them to go over this strip of 
good road. 

Under the new Municipality Act 
Municipalities have power to levy 
5 per cent of their total assessment 
for — permanent improvements, 
There are two rural municipalities 
withing the radius of Strathmore's 
business territory, One is the rural 
municipality of Bow Valley, which 
extends from the Bow River on the 
south to a distance of four miles 
north of Strathmore, and from east 
to west from within two miles west 
of Langdon, to about two miles past 
Namaki. The Municipalities of 
Keoma runs from tour miles north 
of Strathmore to the township line 
eignteen miles north, Its east and 
west boundary is parallel with that 
of Bow Valley. 

The Councillors of these two mun- 
icipalities have been considering the 
matter of road improvement very 
seriously, and have come to the con- 
clusion that the best way to proceed 
is by borrowing money and making 
permanent improvements that will 
last for, at any rate, the term for 
which the money is borrowed. This 
they rightly consider, is preferable to 
doing patchwork every year as was 
the case under the old system. Bow 
Valley Municipality has passed a 
bylaw for $30,000 worth of deben- 
tures for road improvement, which a- 
waits the conse: ® of the ratepayers. 
and will be voted on next month, 
A by-law for the purpose of approp- 
riating $25,000 for the purpose will 
probably come before Keoma Mun- 
icipality at their meeting next Mon- 
day. 

The scheme, as planned, will cost 
little in extra taxation and the bene- 
fit willbe very great. ‘The cost of 
the improvements will be spread ov- 
er a period of 20 years, so that the 
people who get the future benefit 
ot these good roads will pay their 
share of the cost 

Mr Henry Sorensen, One of the 
Councillors for Keoma Municipality 
has submitted the following figures, 
which he intends bringing betore the 
Councillors at their meeting on 
Monday, aud which will explain 
how the scheme will work through- 
out both Municipalities, He states:

PRESENT MARKET DISCUSSED 


On a question as to why, if the farm-

IN DEFENCE OF PRESENT 
MARKET 

In defence of the present market, 
R. W. Pamment, of Nightingale 
Ready-made Farm Colony, said that 
the women and the farmers 
merely asking for something which 
he had been endeavoring to give 
them for some time. He, a produc- 
er, wholesaler and: retailer had last 
year come to town and finding no 
market had tried to meet the need, 
That living was high in Calgary he 
admitted. but he urged that the 
best way to reduce it was to elimin- 
ate waste, and the best way to elim- 
inate waste was to have the goods 
brought right in and sold off, in- 
stead of paying delivery frem rail to 
market and redelivery to consumers, 
A public market was necessary he 
agreed,and and if the woman agita- 
ted long enough and hard enough, 
in the end they would get it, but 
first of all they must prove to the city 
council that they wanted the market, 
and also that they would patronize it 
when they got it. 


THE AUCTION IDEA 


In answer to a question as to 
whether a fixed price would not be 
better than a price by auction Mr 
Sorensen said that an auction market 
had been started in Strathmore and 
the men who send in cattle, farm 
produce, etc., went out quite con- 
tented with prices obtained, especial- 
ly as they often had had to be con- 
tented with no price at all before. It 
was to the public interest to support 
the market, he continued as it they 
were not supported they would soon 
go out of business and the smaller 
supply would raise the prices again. 
In Strathmore, |too, every third meet- 
ing of the farmer's association was 
open to ladies, and he hoped that 
soon there would be a fladies’ com- 
mittee here to meet them. 

MAYOR SINNOTT SPEAKS 

Mayor Sinnott declared against 
the auction idea. Some articles, he 
said, would be wanted in small 
quantities and here the auction would 
not be feasible, The city market, he 
agreed, had been put in the wrong 
place, but even although the goods 
coming in had had to be delivered 
from the station to the market, it 
was not the farmers but the people 
who had failed to come, and had 
kept it from being a success which it 
had been intended to be. Apart 
from that, however, Mr Sinnott 
stated that the ccuntry here did not 
supply one-half of the produce need- 
ed for this country. We were get- 
ting stuff trom Ontario, New Zea- 
land aud other couutries, and speak- 
for himself and the city council, he 
said the city was not justified in 
puilding any other market until it 
was proged that there was a need 
for it and that it was wanted

New Forestry Bulletin 


“Forest Conditions in the Rocky 
Mountain Forest Reserve” is the 
litle . f a pamphlet (Bulletin No. 33) 
just issued by the Forest Branch of 
the Department of the Interior. 

It contains the result of investiga- 
W. Dwight, 
M. F., on the forests of the southe 
ern part of the reserve, which ex- 
tends alons the eastern side of the 
Rocky Mountains from the interna- 
tional boundary for some distance 
north of the latitude of Edmonton. 

The bulletin treats of the present 
general condition of the forests of the 
reserve and of the influence on them 
of various factors such their 
height above sea-level, the number 
of trees peracre, etc. The effect of 
lumbering, fire and other agencies 


as 


after a short scientific di cussion of 
the different species and the manner 
in which they growing up to 
form the new forest, the manage- 
ment of timber-cutting operations is 
congidered. Among the — topics 
treated under this head are the dis- 
posal of the brush, the method of 
marking trees for cutting and the 
cost of maintaining forestry methods, 
A short consideration of the practice 
on the U, S. National Forests in 
Montana, where the forests are very 
similar in character to those of 
southern Alberta is given, and the 
bulletin concludes with a number of 
technical torestry tables. The 
pamphlet is illustrated with over a 
dozen half-tone illustrations. The 
study is being continued this sum-

THE HOME MARKET gp 
THE BEST MARKET 


A Globe Article From Its Western 
Correspondent Makes This 
Abundantly Clear 


The Canadian home market is the 
best for most farm products because 
it is the most convenient and acces- 
sible. The Toronto Globe prints this 
story from its Calgary correspondent 
under a recent date: 

Southern Alberta farmers have set 
to work in earnest to regain the hold 
on the British Columbia hog market 
lost several years ago. There is 
probably no better market on the con- 
tinent for pork, dressed and on the 
hoof, than the coast Province; this 
is especially true of the districts 
wherein lumberidg and mining are 
the principal industries. The very 
nature of the work of the men in those 
parts makes pork the most sought- 
after meat, and it has also been the 
hardest meat to procure. 

The grain-growing prairies, in spite 
of gains made during the past couple 
of years, are yet {mporters rather than 
exporters of hogs, and the same con- 
dition exists in the States to the 
south. The result is that hogs are 
shipped ino British Columbia from as 
far away as eastern Ontario, and the 
price is correspondingly high. The 
Lethbridge district lies at the very 
doors of the best part of this profit- 
able market, by the Crow's Nest Pass 
line of the Canadian Pacific less than 
three hundred miles from the mining 
and lumbering camps, via Calgary 
only a little over double that distance 
from the coast. 

Hog-raising at Lethbridge 

And they certainly can raise hogs 
in the Lethbridge district, but they 
hadn't been doing it until one man 
threw aside time-worn prejudices. 
This man is Otho T. Lathrop, grain- 
grower, alfalfa-producer, hog-raiser 
and Chairman of the Agricultural Com- 
mftee of the Lethbridge Board of 
Trade. For a long time alfalfa has 
been considered one of the best pay- 
ing crops in the district, almost too 
precious to use for it sells at times 
above $20 per ton, and a plot in full 
production yields about five tons to 
the acre. Oidtimers shook their 
heads when Mr. Lathrop turned a herd 
of hogs into a fine stand of twenty- 
dollar alfalfa; the results are best 
shown by an interview given The 
Globe correspondent. 

“We have three hundred acres 
seeded to alfalfa,” said Mr, Lathrop, 
“and I can say that we are raising 
as fine a quality of the fodder as I 
have seen in the best of the States 
to the south of us. We are getting 
a five-ton yield and the price for the 
last five years has been better than 
$15 per ton, but at that we can make 
more money feeding it to hogs than 
selling It. By changing them from 
pasture to pasture we can run 26 hogs 
per acre of the green feed We are 
turning off an average of 1,000 hogs 
per year, which sell at an average 
price of $18 per head, ten months old. 
Experience has proven that it costs 
us $6 per head to raise a hog; this 
{s counting full expense and interest 
at § per cent. on our investment.

enormous benefits upon Sicily, has un-) 
justly been made a scapegoat simply | 
because he hailed from Sicily. At any 
rate, they maintain, havine expiated 
his sentence, he should now resume 
the full exercise of his civic rights.

vice in Canada in the laying ou: of 
forest reserves and providing for their 
proper administration, Sixteen mil- 
lion acres have beer definitely set! 


apart by Act of Da>‘iament to be ad-| 
ministered as forest reserves. Addi- 
tional areas are being examined each 
year, and some six million acres ad 
ditional are now under temporary re-| 
servation and «i! shortly be added to 


the reserves set apart b) statu | 
The mere setting apart of reserves,| 
though an important step, {3 only al 
preliminary one. Although, unfor- 
tunately, in some «ases it has not 
been realizeu that anythirg  fur- 


ther is necessary, this mistake has not 
been made in the federal a¢ministra 
tion 

Th reserves have 
by appointing an inspector in charge 
for each of the western provinces 
The inspectors selected are men who 
have had a thoroughly technical train-! 
ing in forestry and who have shown 
good administrative ability In each 
of the inspection distric the reserves 


been organized 


areas are jaid out in units or forests 
each ur charge of a technicall 
trained man or a cian experienced in 
timber administration. Twelve such 
divisions have already been establis! 
ed, and others are being organized 
and manned with forest rangers 

the development of the reserves and

A conference of the Inspectors was 
recently held at Ottawa to plan the 
work for ths comi ® season and the 
construction work on the reserves will 
be pushed as rapidly as poss! so as 
to have the reserves made immt 
from fire, as they are in Europe, in 
the shortest possible time.

Protection For imni- 
grants 


In consideration of the many com- 
plaints received as to the treatment 
meted out to immigrants through 
varicus of the private employment 
agencies in Canada, the Domin‘on 
Government has passed an Order-in- 
Council requiring every agency to 
take out a license, and they hence- 
forth will be under the control of the 
Government, their licence being at 
any time revocable if it is found that 
they are not complying with the re- 
The order should 
do much to prevent the exploitation 


gulations. new 


of immigrants, which has unfortun- 
ately beet practised to a consider- 
able extent by employment agencies. 


The following are some of the 
principal clauses of the new regula- 
tions: 

1. Every person, firm and com- 
pany engaged in the business of an 
intelligence office, or employment or 
labor agency, and having business 
dealings with immigrants, shall first 
obtain a. license tor this purpose 
from the Superintendent of Immi- 
gation, Ottawa, which license shall 
be issued without fee upon the Su- 
perintendent being satisfied that the 
applicant is duly complying with the 
requirements of the Immigration 
Act and orders in council or regula- 
tion passed thereunder; the license, 
unless otherwise cancelled, shall re- 
main in force for the calendar year 
during which it is issued, and shall 
be posted in a conspicuous place on 
the premises. 


2. Such license shall not be 
on the written order of the Superin- 
tendent of Immigration, where the 
latter has been satisfied that the 
holder is not complying with the re- 
quirements of the Immigration Act, 
or any orders in council or regula- 
tions passed thereunder, 


4. No person, firm or company 
engaged in an intelligence office, or 
or labor agency busi- 
vess shall by advertisement, letter, 
verbal communication or 
otherwise make false representations 
to any immigrant seeking employ- 
ment as to opportunities, or condi- 
tions of employment, with any em- 
ployer in Canada.

9. No holder of a license under 
these regulation shall engage for 
any employer of labour, any immi- 
grant, unless said holder of license 
his in his possession a written and 
dated order from the employer of 
setting forth specifically the 
number of men and women whom it 
is the employer's desire to engage, 
and which written order shall also 
state full particulars as to the nature 
of the work to be performed, the rate
